Orthodox Practices

CHICAGO (NJP)—The death

Why Not Vote on 
Saturday, Jews Told 


NEW ORLEANS (NJP) ~— 
The Jews of Louisiana were 
told by a state official here that 
since Jews do business on the 
Sabbath there is no reason why 
they cannot vote on that day. 

The statement was a reply to 
protestations over the selection 
of the last Saturday in August 
for voting in the state primary, 
probably the first time in recent 
American history that a state 
has imposed this disability on 
Jewish voters, 


ORTHODOX and REFORM 
rabbis of New Orleans have 
protested against the violation, 
arguing that Jews would not 
vote on the day. There are no 
Conservative rabbis in the city. 

But most Jews were. pretty 
much unconcerned, The POST 
and OPINION was told, about 
the Saturday voting date. 


STATE OFFICIALS in an- 
swering the protest of the New 
Orleans rabbis indicated that 
since the polls were open after 
sundown on Saturday,. religious 
Jews could vote then. 

More vigorous protests of the 
violation of the Sabbath has 
come from Louisiana’s 15,000 
Seventh Day Adventists. The 
Seventh Day Adventists not 
only observe Saturday as their 
day of rest, but also eschew 
pork and _ other’ non- kosher 
foods. 


ONE NEW ORLEANS rabbi, 
noting the vigorousness of the 
protest of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, spoke regretfully of the 
indifference of the Jewish com- 
munity here. 

There seems little chance that 
there will be any change in the 
voting date as the present ses- 
sion of the legislature drew to 
a close this week end. 


LABEL KATZ, national B’nai 
B’rith figure and a former pres- 
ident of the Jewish Welfare 
Fund here, returned to the city 
Tuesday, but indicated that he 
expected little success of any 
efforts to secure a change in 
the date. 

The shift to a Saturday voting 
date had no direct anti-Jewish 
significance. The change was a 
shrewd political maneuver by 
Gov. Earl Long’s forces, whose 
main support comes from the 
farmer and “wool hat” elements 
in the state. Not only will Long 
forces have their vote-getting 
enhanced, but the opposition 
will be crippled, since most New 
Orleans residents are on vaca- 
tion during the dog days of 
August, and, if not, away at the 
seashore for the week end. 


RARELY in the history of 
this politics-ridden state has a 
measure passed the legislature 
so speedily.

PARIS (WNS) — General 
de Gaulle’s ascension to power 
has set off speculation here re- 
garding the attitude of his 
government toward Israel and 
related problems. However, in- 
clusion in the new cabinet of 
a number of people with firm 
ties of friendship with Israel is 
believed to be a portent of pol- 
icy, though it appears premature 
to draw any inferences. 

Of particular importance is 
the inclusion of Max Houpouet-

retired. 

Immediately after the incident, 
Chief Rabbi Elio Toaff met at an 
emergency session with repre 
sentatives of the Rome Jewish 
Community council and - the 
Union of Italian Jewish Come 
munities. The Chief Rabbi, take 
ing a serious view of the situa- 
tion, said the assaults were 
“frightening” and that it would 
be “hard to restrain .. . the Jew:

For Invocations 


THE ASSOCIATION explained 
that Judaism does not require 
that “rabbis . . . be called upon 
for invocations for Jewish 
meetings, but that these prayers 
can and should be said by men 
and women who are willing to 
be shelihay tsibbur, to stand up 
in prayer before the assembly.” 

In announcing their position, 
the rabbis explained that “the 
American principle of religious 
equality has given rise to the 
commendable tradition that 
prayers by Jewish representa- 
tives be included at many civic 
gatherings.” The few rabbis are 
often asked to serve in this 
capacity, the statement added, 
and they do so “gladly in full 
appreciation of these opportun- 
ities.” 

AT THE same time, the an- 
nouncement went on, “rabbis 
have been expected to fill a sim- 
ilar role at Jewish dinners, func- 
tions and a variety of organ- 
izational gatherings.” 

The appeal closed by pointing 
out this placed an unwarranted 
burden on the rabbis’ time.

Knoxville Jewish Population 
Falls As Young People Leave 


THE SLOW exodus of young 
people from the Knoxville Jew- 
ish community is bringing Jew- 
{sh population figures tumbling. 


That’s the opinion of Milton 
Collins, director of the Jewish 
community centers here. Col- 
lins’ statement is borne out in 
a comprehensive population 
study of the Jewish community, 
which showeg that Knoxville is 
becoming an older—and smaller 
—community. 


THE TOTAL number of Jew- 
ish individuals there added up 
to only 772 souls in 1957 com- 
pared to 796 in 1951. Some 208 
Jewish families lived there in 
1952 as compared to 220 in 1951. 
The decrease in six years 
amounts to 3.1 per cent. 

But an _ interesting develop- 
ment is the fact that although 
the number of Jewish families 
decreased by 19 between 1948 
and 1957, the total Jewish popu- 
lation actually rose during that 
nine-year period by six persons. 


THIS MEANS that the aver- 
age size of Jewish families in 
Knoxville has risen significantly 
from 3.4 to 3.8 persons in the 
short period of nine years. 

Knoxville’s Jewish community 
for years has been noted as one 
of the smallest in the country 
proportionately. With 796 Jews 
in the city of 150,000, Jews make 
up but 0.5 per cent of the city’s 
population. 


THAT COMPARES with a na- 
tional ratio of 3.5 per cent, 

Why are young Jewish people 
moving out of Knoxville? 

No full answer can be given, 
but local leaders explain that the 
newcomers’ failure to establish 
permanent residence here is due 
in part to the fact that the city’s 
largest stores and _ industrial

OTHER REASONS given were 
the lack of a comfortable Jew- 
ish environment and the difficul- 
ties of establishing a small 
business with limited capital. 

Evidence of the decrease in the 
number of young people is borne 
out by the fact that 84 children 
fell in the 6 to 14 age bracket 
in 1957 compared to 104 in 1951. 


ACCORDING to the figures, 
there are only 53 children from 
the ages of 15 to 21 as compared 
to 121 persons over 60 years of 
age. 





CITY SUPPORTS 
OWN COUNTRY CLUB 


Knoxville’s Jews have 
formed their own country 
club as a reaction to their 
subtle exclusion from the 
city’s other country clubs. 

The Jewish club, Hillvale 
Country Club, has some 90 
members. Jewish organiza- 
tions such as B'nai B'rith 
and Hadassah find it a “hos- 
pitable” place to meet.

The congregation, which was 
originally Orthddox, has a 
double affiliation now. It belongs 
both to the United Synagogue of 
America and the Union of Ortho- 
dox Jewish Congregations. 

OFFICIALLY, though, it 
classes itself as Traditional. 

Men and women have been sit- 
ting together at congregational 
services for 60 years. Most of 
the members drive to the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath, and the 
synagogue holds late Friday eve- 
ning services. 

THE CONGREGATION, being 
uncertain itself where it stood 
religiously, has been plagued 
with indecision over whom it 
wanted for its rabbi. Rabbis went 
in and out. But it seems agreed 
on the merits of its new rabbi, 
Morton Shalowitz, who is a 
chaplain (Captain) at the 316 
Logistical command of the U. S. 
Army Reserve in Knoxville. 

Rabbi Shalowitz has been with 
Heska Amuna for six months. 
Known’ world-wide for having 
helped build the first synagogue 
in Korea, the rabbi has helped 
build Heska Amuna’s Hebrew 
schoo] attendance and_ service 
attendance phenomenally in the 
short time he has been in Knox- 
ville. 





KNOXVILLE MINDS ITS OWN BUSINESS 
ON CIVIL RIGHTS AND INTEGRATION onlay 


THIS CITY’S Jewish commun- 
ity, less than 200 miles from 
the scene of one of the recent 
Jewish community center bomb- 
ings at Nashville, is keeping 
quiet about civil rights and ap- 
parently keeping cool as well. 

One member of the Knoxville 
Jewish community put it this 
way, in answer to the question, 
“Do Jews take stands in civil 
rights matters”: 


“THEY KEEP their mouths 
shut.” 

Knoxville Jewry is right on 
top of what was one of the most 
explosive racial incidents in the 
country—that at Clinton, just 15 
miles away. John Kasper, rabble- 
rousing segregationist and anti- 
semite, was tried and sentenced 
in Knoxville. 


THE KU KLUX KLAN, once 
active in Knoxville, has been run 
out of town. But the Citizens 
Councils are active here. Jew- 
ish leaders report that no Jew 
has been approached by the 
Councils to join. The Councils, 
they add, have been circulating 
literature linking Jews as “com- 
munists” to segregation tensions 
in the area. 

However racial strife has not 
been as great in Knoxville as in 
other cities. Reasons advanced 
by Knoxville’s Jewish leaders

Rabbis Wary on Judaism Revival 


A RELIGIOUS revival is brew- 
ing in Knoxville as most every- 
where else. But Jewish religious 
leaders feel that it is not a 
thorough-going one. 

“It depends on how you want 
to look at it,” Rabbi Morton 
Shalowitz of Traditional Congre- 
gation Heska Amuna said. “An 
increase of from 10 to 70 at Fri- 
day evening services may be im- 
pressive, but observance of kash- 
rut and attendance at our Sab- 
Lath morning services are dif- 
ferent matters.” 

HE NOTED that in these re- 
spects the community had not 
progressed as much as in others. 

According to Rabbi Meyer 
Marx of Beth El Temple, “people 
are somewhat more religious 
now.” He noted, however, that 
this increased interest was more 
of a renewed interest in reli- 
gious activities as social occa- 
sions than in the meanings be- 
hind the activities. 

BETH EWL’s figures at least in- 
dicate a numerical religious re- 
vival. 

Attendance at the congrega- 
tion’s Friday evening services is 
about 65 on the average. Just 
after its new building was built 
a year ago, 70 to 75 persons at- 
tended services there weekly, 
but interest in the activities has 
dropped “a little,” Rabbi Marx 
said, with the waning of the 
building’s newness.

IT’S NOT SO bad after 
all, men, Just a few years 
ago the ratio was even 
worse, 

According to Rabbi Marx, 
director of the Hillel coun- 
cilorship at the University 
of Tennsessee, there’s a two 
to one ratio between Jewish 
men and women at the uni- 
versity. That’s 50 men to 25 
women, 

BUT THAT’S nothing com- 
pared to what it was in 
1951. Then the ratio was 
85 to 15, almost six to one. 

Why aren’t there more 
than 75 Jewish students at 
a state university of 11,000? 

One answer is that young 
people are leaving Knoxville 
and going to other univer- 
sities such as the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and the Uni- 
versity of Alabama.

It is the messianic hope an] 
attitude of the Israelis that ren- 
der the people utopians. 

Arab hatred and stratagem 
which keep them at bay qualify 
their every effort. 





Thus a dis- 
tinguished 
Jewish philos- 
opher has 
found a name 
for his study 
of the Jewish 
state, its mak- 
ing and _ its 
destiny. 

An early 

Burstein chapter dem- 
onstrates how the world always 
accepted Palestine as a land be- 
longing to the Jews, until the 
defeated Arabs denounced them 
as interlopers. 

Dr. Kallen then analyzes the 
forces that make for conflict in 
Israel, indicating that the rab- 
binate ang the Histadrut have 
too strong a hold in their re- 
spective spheres, on the people. 
He talks of immigration, minor- 
ities, education, the military, and 
every other element of Israel’s 
current life and struggles. A par- 
ticularly brilliant chapter, on 
“The Ingathered and the Un- 
gathered,” depicts the stages of 
acculturation among the groups 
that make up the state. 

Though readers may differ 
from some of his conclusions, in 
the main they will find Kallen’s 
book a definitive and rewarding 
study. 


THE ROAD TO SUCCESSFUL 
LIVING, by Louis Binstock, 
$3.95 (Simon & Schuster). 
Rabbi Binstock, though he 

genuflects to Liebman, Browne, 

and Peale, is far superior to all 
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three. Most of Liebman is 
humorless cliche; of Browne, 
conjectural scholarship; of Peale, 
heavyhanded pleas for Chris- 
tian belief. Binstock, however, 
writes with deep wisdom on 
human strivings and self-defeat, 
on youth, marriage, learning, 
and the quest for God. He quotes 
vastly, and nearly always aptly, 
from the entire range of lit- 
erature and history; there are 
numerous references to Jewish 
lore, plus some _ Christology. 
Though most “should” literature 
has little effect on the reader, 
his luminous animadversions on 
how men ought to think and 
overcome life’s obstacles are 
among the most impressive of 
their genre. If you require and 
are seeking an inspirational vol- 
ume, this is the most commend- 
able of the current crop. 


THE DEAD SEA SCROLLS 
AND THE LIVING CHURCH, 
by Carl G. Howie, $2.50 (John 

Knox Press, Richmond 9, Va.). 
What disturbs Dr. Howie is 

the fear that discovery of the 
Scrolls may create theological 
doubts among his coreligionists. 
On the contrary, he says: the 
teachings and activities of the 
Essenes are proof of Christian 
rightness and supremacy. The 
Essenes. believed a Messiah 
would come, but little did they 
“realize that the Messiah was 
to be or already had been bap- 
tized of John.” That Jesus and 
his disciples had contact with 
the Qumran community “can- 
not be doubted.” Dr. Howie de- 
nies that Jesus and the Teacher 
of Righteousness are so much 
alike that the latter’s lack of 
miracles in life and death must 
contradict the supernatural as- 
sumptions of the Gospels. He 
finds Jesus incomparably su- 
perior. His is a work of piety 
rather than convincifig scholar. 
ship, of information and preach- 
ment commingled.

Olympian Chosen 
For Israel Tours 

NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
Greek line flagship Olympia has 
been chosen for the Israel tour 
under the joint sponsorship of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America and the_ Central 
Sephardic Community of Amer- 
ica, The luxury liner will leave 
New York on Aug. 8, arriving 
at Haifa 13 days later after 
stops at Lisbon, Naples and 
Cyprus, among other places.

seat air-conditioned dining room, 


two-story motion picture theater, 
lounges, and art gallery, It is a 
23,000-ton vessel with a cruising 
speed of 21 knots. 
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BRILLIANT IDEA FOR 
THE AMERICAN EXPRESS CO. 


THE AMERICAN EXPRESS CO., which Israel charges 
has yielded to the Arab boycott, claimed in a lengthy 
statement that the charge is baseless. Economic reasons 
dictated the closing of its office in Israel, the company 
asserted. 

In order to offset what is in effect a boycott of the 
company by American Jewry, the Express Co., has spent 
a considerable sum for advertising in Jewish papers to 
prove that it still operates in Israel through bank and 
other fiduciary agents. 


NOW THE THOUGHT is that since the reason for 
withdrawing operations from Israel was financial, and 
since it is costing the firm money to pay for advertising, 
plus the business it will lose from Jews who will no 
longer use their facilities, why doesn’t the company get 
the brilliant idea of reopening its Israel office. 

In this way, it won’t need to convince anyone. It will 
win the good will, not alone of American Jews but of all 
peoples who resent Arab attempts to throttle Israel. 


IT WILL ALSO break the back of the Arab boycott, 
and American firms will no longer be concerned with the 
threats of the Arabs any more than are firms of West 
Germany or the Benelux countries, where those Arabs 
who sought to impose restrictions on business organiza- 
tions with Israel or firms that had Jewish personnel, not 
alone Jewish principals, were told to keep their noses out 
of something which was no business of theirs. 


UNIQUE PLACE FOR LEHMAN 


THERE IS A UNIQUE place in the leadership hier- 
archy of the American Jewish community for former Sen. 
Herbert Lehman. 

Not known too well to Jews outside the East, Sen. 
Lehman is too often associated by American Jewry with 
Jewish leadership in non-Jewish circles, such as govere- 
ment and banking, perhaps. 

Yet it only requires one hearing or reading of a talk 
by Sen. Lehman to recognize that here is a Jew who 
might have come from a yeshiva in Poland as a back- 
ground, instead of the high society circles of New York. 


LEHMAN HAS COURAGE and deep Jewish roots, 
and his activities show that he would disdain anyone who 
questions the right of a Jew to speak up as a Jew on any 
issue, whether Jewish or not. 

For his recent birthday, the avalanche of honors which 
came to him from all Jewish circles whether in Jewish 
education, fund-raising, or Zionist, proves that the in- 
gredients in this cake (or pudding) are as genuine as a 
prayer by the Chief Rabbi. 


DON’T DO THIS! 


IT IS THE DEVOUT wish of all that some of the 
more admirable facets of American Jewish living will 
make their impact on Israel and be absorbed into the cul- 
ture of the new state. 

But because the Jewish community of America still 
shows many negative aspects, and some of these still 
dominate—like the superior place given to a fund-raiser 
as compared to a Jewish educator—some of the things Is- 
rael may import will not be too healthy. 


WE REGARD AS ONE of the unfortunate phases of 
American Jewish living, the need for placing fund-raising 
almost at the top of the list of priorities. The ills and ex- 
cesses attendant on such a false hierarchy of values warps 
Jewish life in America. 

The Technion, that remarkable institute of learning 
which is to Israel what MIT (Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology) is to higher learning in the sciences in the 
United States, last week held a dinner which it designated 
as the “first such dinner ever given in Israel.” 


AS OUR PARENTS used to say, “a zuh en vei.” 

Admission to this dinner was 100 Israel pounds per 
couple, roughly about $60. Two hundred and 40 persons 
attended and the guests of honor were Miss Sarah Church- 
ill and Dr. Hans Albert Einstein, children of famous par- 
ents who do not have to be designated. 

We hope this evil of American Jewish life will have 
a still birth. The next step is the testimonial dinner, and 
that is as degrading, mostly to the guest of honor, as al- 
most anything you could think of, even more so than 
bingo and the raffling of Cadillacs, which have ne been 


banned. 

SOME THINGS must be sacred if life is to keep a step 
ahead of the jungle. 

Were it not that we have such a great admiration for 
the Israeli good sense and his insistence on the truthful 
and the enduring, we would be more concerned than we 
are. We hope this is not only the first but also the last 
fund-raising dinner in Israel which by requiring an inordi- 
nate amount in payment for attendance places a premium 
on wealth instead of on the more valuable characteristics 
which make a;person. worthwhile. 
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THIS WEEK, as we have been doing 
from time to time, we want to introduce to 
you another leader-in-the-making of the 
American Jewish community, some five to 10 
years hence. He is Morris Shlensky, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., whose work has been limited 
to the local community thus far, but whose 
irrepressible energy and keen intellect will 
inevitably propel him into the national Jew- 
ish arena soon. Which organization will get 
his loyalty will depend on which is able to 
win his enthusiasm at this point. 

He’s an active member of Rabbi Gershon 
Hadas’ congregation Beth Sholom in Kansas 
City, and has been president of its Men’s 
Club among other community leadership roles. 


MORRIS IS THE DRIVING force behind 
the Katz Drug Co., a sprawling chain of drug 
supermarkets, so to speak, which probably 
are better known in the drug store field for 
their aggressive merchandising than even 
such big chains as Walgreens, etc. 

We have met Morris only twice, the sec- 
ond time just recently, and possibly haven't 
spent much over an hour with him. But 
mark our words, a man with his sense of 
getting things done and fine Jewish back- 
ground must sooner or later erupt on the 
national horizon. 


INCIDENTALLY, when in Kansas City to 


see Morris, we had lunch with Rabbi Hadag, 
who almost is a model rabbi. Just to show 
you what we mean, his congregation has for 
a number of years been following a pattern, 
which is almost insidious in its design, for 
making knowledgeable young Jews. 

The congregation, through funds raised 
separately by Rabbi Hadas, offers scholar. 
ships to Columbia University, which require 
the recipients to take some courses at neigh- 
boring alma mater of Rabbi Hadas—The Jew. 
ish Theological Seminary of America. 


RABBI HADAS mourns the fact that the 
girls they send to Barnard College, the affili- 
ate of Columbia, usually fall in love with 
rabbinical students, and as such are lost to 
the original purpose of the program — tg 
fertilize the Kansas City Jewish community, 


But Rabbi Hadas has become philosophi- 
cal about this. He is helping other Jewish 
communities to raise the level of their Jew- 
ishness, and out of necessity, which is usually 
the case, has become a national philanthrop- 
ist in this area. 


RABBI HADAS’ congregation has raised 
funds for the building of a magnificent new 
school which will equal any we’ve ever seen, 
And it is a school which this fine congrega- 
tion is building, not a new edifice. That will 
come later, and this is as it should be. 





B‘HAALOTHA: 


Because of the 
Cushite Woman

When Joshua, the son of Nun, attempted 
to guard Moses from the competitive claims 
to leadership of Eldad and Medad, who were 
prophesying in the camp, Moses reassured 
him in these words: “Art thou jealous for 
Would that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets, that the 
Lord would put His spirit 
upon them!” 

But when Miriam and 
Aaron spoke against Moses 
because of the Cushite wom- 
an he had married and justi- 
fied their conduct with the 
assertive question: “Hath 
the Lord indeed spoken only 
with Moses? Hath He not 
Rabbi Weinstein spoken also with us?” the 
Lord Himself considered this an excess of 
democracy and showed His favor by smiting 
Miriam with leprosy,. even though Moses 
prayed that she be healed. 


my sake? 


IN THIS CRUCIAL desert laboratory, the 
limits of authority are being slowly and pain- 
fully forged. When does hierarchical dis- 
cipline and the need for unified strength take 
precedence over the rights of the individual 
to speak his mind and go his way? 

No one has yet satisfactorily found the 
answer—the proper synthesis between free- 
dom and authority—but no one can seek for 
it without paying deference to the experience 
recorded here. We wish we could find more 
specific information about the prophesying 
of Eldad and Medad and thus understand 
why their claims to leadership were acceptable 
to Moses, while those of Korah and Dathan 
were not. 


WE ARE GIVEN a helpful hint in the 
fate of Miriam. She was undermining the 
leadership of Moses by gossip about his mar- 
riage to a Cushite woman. Whether this was 
unfair because she attempted to censor the 
waywardness of the heart; or unwise because 
opposition to a mixed marriage was hardly 
politic, considering the mixed multitude that 
came up from Egypt, we are not sure. Mir- 
iam’s criticism, like that of Korah later, was 
put down by the tradition as one of those 
disputes that are not for the sake of heaven; 
that is, not for the general good, not conducive 
to the attainment of the goals of the group. 
This is a judgment that lends itself to much 
subjective coloration. What is ultimately for 
the general good is apparent only after a 
while—sometimes a good long while. 


The sedra tries to help us further: 


THE LORD describes the nature of the 
prophet. The ordinary prophet speaks in 
dreams and visions. But Moses speaks “mouth 
to mouth, even manifestly and not in dark 


speeches; and the similitude of the Lord doth 
he behold.” From this we can infer that the 





mark of the true prophet is his clarity and 
directness! 

Imagine how greatly we might add to 
public enlightenment and to the general wel- 
fare if we could demand clarity from those 
who speak in high places today. 

No longer would we be assailed by those 
who say: “We must disarm, but without in- 
spection”; or by those who say: “We can dis- 
arm, but must go on testing”; or by those 
who say: “We must go on testing until we 
get a clean bomb.” How, also, would the 
“direct and clear” criterion apply to those 
elected and self-anointed prophets who say 
we must desegregate but not now; and those 
who say we must buy more and more, but 
work less and less. 


THESE ARE the ordinary, dime-a-dozen 
prophets who speak in dreams and visions.

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DEBATE CONTINUES: 
Orthodox Position On Divine 
Revelation Frankly Delineated 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 


I HEARTILY accept the con- 
ditions set forth by Rabbi Blum- 
enthal. And I know that it meets 
with his approval to schedule 
several statements on the 
broader question of Halaha as 
a follow-up to the discussion 
cn Revelation before tackling 
the question of the equality of 
women under Jewish law, in line 
with our policy that we discuss 
first things first. 

I am making the opening 
statement on Divine Revelation, 
I understand that Rabbi Blumen- 
thal will do likewise in expound- 
ing upon the Conservative posi- 
tion on Halaha when we get to 
it: What do they conceive 
Halaha to consist of? Is it bind- 
ing upon Jews? If not, upon 
what basis is one to choose 
what to observe and what to 
reject? Who is charged with 
authority in Judaism to decide 
upon legal questions? What 
qualifications must be met be- 
for one can be considered as 
vested with such authority? 


FOLLOWING THIS second is- 
sue, we can then proceed to an- 
alyze our respective positions on 
the questions of feminine equal- 


ity, kashrut, Sabbath, family 
purity, and general synagogue 
procedures. 


Now for Divine Revelation. 

On this issue, it is impossible 
to act as a spokesman for all 
Orthodox Jews, and so I speak 
only as an ordinary Jew who 
firmly believes that Orthodoxy 
today, including all its varia- 
tions ranging from its extreme 
zealots to its liberal thinkers, 
represents the Judaism of our 
forefathers which also allowed 
up to a certain point for a di- 
versity of opinion and practice. 


I SPEAK AS one who intel- 
lectually accepts the basic and 
underlying principles of our 
faith, and in which all Ortho- 
doxy stands united. But what- 
ever I have to say, I say only 
“lefi anivas daati.” 

Orthodoxy is sometimes con- 
ceived of by the naive as always 
taking a fundamentalist posi- 
tion on this as on all other ques- 
tions. Yet, if to us, the Divine 
Revelation of our Tora does con- 
sist of “a dictation, word by 
word, by G-d to Moses”—it is 
only insofar as everyone must 
recognize that “dibra Tora 
k’lashon b’nai adam,” that NO 
statements we make can ade- 
quately describe a process for 
which man’s vocabulary has not 
yet found adequate expression 
nor understanding. 

The word DICTATION as it 
relates to G-d’s contact with men 
through the revelation at Sinai 
or through the prophecy of 
Moses, is in no way to be com- 
pared to my dictation of this 
letter to my secretary. 


THAT THE Tora is accepted 
as being “min hashamayim,” a 
heaven or G-d given law, has 
always been fundamental to the 
great teachers of Judaism. But 
in addition to the FACT OF 
REVELATION, also the CON- 
TENT OF REVELATION (to be 
elaborated upon in a second in- 
stallment) is considered by Or- 


thodoxy as being indisputably 
fundamental to Judaism, Yet, 
the MODE OF REVELATION 
can be open to varied approaches 
—the mystical, the philosophi- 
cal, the literal. 

To create an issue over how 
Revelation took place, either at 
Sinai or through prophecy, 
would involve the sort of fruit- 
less disputation comparable to 
the proverbial theological dis- 
pute as to the number of angels 
at the head of a pin. Books can 
be written on the philosophical 
question concerning the contact 
in TIME between the Infinite 
and the Finite. 


FOR ME TO attempt to define 
the process of Divine Revela- 
tion would be as foolhardy as 
attempting to define G-d. The 
process by which G-d revealed 
His Will at Sinai and to Moses 
is as much beyond human ken 
as is the nature of G-d Him- 
self. But belief that such Revela- 
tion occured ang that we have 
knowledge of the contents of 
that Revelation—are among the 
few fundamentals that Jews have 
accepted on faith as the basis for 
Judaism. 

Yet it is a faith not incon- 
gruous with all rational ap- 
proaches, nor a faith which can 
be proven as untrue or impos- 
sible of occurrence in the course 
of nature. It is in fact a faith 
backed up by the personal exper- 
ience of an entire people, and 
the reality of whose historical 
experience they passed on to us. 


USING AS a guide the ap- 
proach by our great thinkers 
who have never gone further in 
their attempt to come closer to 
an understanding of the essence 
of G-d than by defining what 
G-d is not, rather than what He 
is—I can also only sav what 
Divine Revelation is NOT. IT IS 
NOT that process of Divine in- 
spiration which is the heritage 
of every great man:and is to be 
evidenced in every great creative 
act. 

In a~ sense, every artist, 
writer, scientist, etc. will at 
times give expression to some 
masterpiece, to some_ great 
achievement, or to some tre- 
mendous insight which might 
serve as a “breakthrough” in the 
history of civilization in that 
particular area of knowledge or 
beauty. All such things too, can 
be described as being “Divinely 
inspired.” For the spirit of G-d 
in all men, ang from time to 
time, it causes man to rise to 
great achievement. 


YET SUCH, we believe, was 
not the nature of G-d’s revela- 
tion to Israel, nor to Moses. The 
Divinity of the Tora, with its 
authoritative discipline, cannot 
be compared to the “divinely in- 
spired” literary masterpieces of 
every age. Such a comparison 
implies a fundamental break 
with our historical faith. 

For if Tora contains nothing 
more than a nebulous indirect 
relationship to G-d, then it is 
unworthy of the pious devotion 
surrounding it, or the sacrifice 
by our people for it. 





TO US, the, Tora cannot be a

Urged by Youth 

At Chicago Meet 

CHICAGO—A declaratién that 
“Jews and Christians should in- 
ter-marry” because “the present 
crises in the world are break- 
ing down nearly all barriers be- 
tween Christianity and Judaism, 
and the defense of both demo. 
cratic and religious ideals de- 
mand religious unity hitherto 
unknown” was made here by 
Samuel Brown of _ Brooklyn, 
N. Y., a consultant of the Young 
People’s League of the United 
Synagogue of America. 

Mr. Brown spoke before a 
forum on marriage problems at 
the Silver Jubilee Convention 
of the United Synagogue of 
America. 

His view was opposed, how- 
ever, by a majority of the 
speakers, The new demands of 
democracy, Mr. Brown said, re- 
quire the obligaiion of “hoary 
traditional restraints.” 

He deplored the conservative 
view of ancient Orthodox legis- 
lation that required the excclu- 
sion from family or synagogue 
of any Jew marrying a Gentile 
unless the Gentile embraced Or- 
thodox Judaism. 





No Justification for Co Ordination Lack 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 

THE PROBLEM of the lack 
of consultation among the na- 
tional Jewish agencies has been 
with us for a long time as you 
well know. Perhaps if there was 
more point consultation there 
would not be the need for doing 
so much work that is duplicating 
and covers the same ground over 
and over again and there would 
be more opportunity to under- 
take imaginatively conceived 
and scientifically valid new kinds 
of programs that would-further 
expand and develop this field. 

There are certainly many new 
areas to be explored in the field 
of human relations and social 
dynamics as fascinating studies 
from universities and specialized 
groups demonstrate. 


I SHOULD THINK that if 
joint consultation is ever tried 
again the place to start, con- 
trary to the prevailing view, is 
the most difficult and compli- 
cated problems rather than with 
relatively unimportant day to 
day operational programs. 

The school integration ques- 
tion, which you asked me to 
comment on, certainly merits the 
best thought that can be brought 
to bear on the subject. This mat- 
ter of such crucial importance, 
in terms of daily living experi- 
ence, to the Jewish commun- 
ities in the South, that artificial 
barriers dividing the community 
relations agencies should be 
breached in the interest of the 
overall security of a substantial 





part of the American-Jewish 
community, 


THERE CAN be no justifica- 
tion or excuse for the withhold- 
ing of information, techniques 
or methodology by pettiness, 
of the misnamed “organizational 
integrity” in this vital area 
where rabbis, lay anq profes- 
sional leaders and the ccemmun- 
ities are desperately seeking to 
chart a safe and courageous 
course of action. 

There should be a “coming to- 
gether” of all organized forces 
with a contribution to make in 
a spirit of helfulness and hu- 
mility then perhaps something 
constructive can evolve.

It must in its totality 
be derived from G-d, word for 
word, law by law, though differ- 
ences of opinion are in piace as 
to the mode of that revelation, 
and every Orthodox Jew may 
have his own conception, from 
the most simple to the most 
sophisticated.

Tora, and the more I study of 
the natural and social sciences, 
the more impressed I become 
with the magnitude of the truth 
it contains—the kind of truth 
that it. would be inconceivably 
for me to suppose that it had 
been known, even indirectly, by 
ANY human being, three and a 
half thousand years ago. 


AND I DON’T think I can 
be accused of wishful thinking 
and reading between the lines 
that which is not to be found 
there. Ben Bag Bag’s remark in 
the Pirkaji Avot: (Chapt. V) 
“hafoh ba, v’hafoh ba, d’kula 
ba”’—‘“turn it and turn it over 
again for everything is in it” 
impresses itself upon me with 
each passing week and each 
passing year. And where I don’t 
fully understand the _ signifi- 
cance, purpose, or meaning of 
some law or passage, I am hum- 
ble enough to realize that MAN 
doesn’t know everything yet, 
and that either my own or man- 
kind’s level of knowledge thus 
far has not yet reached that 
understanding or discovered 
those facts that is but elemen- 
tary to G-d, but for which we 
continue to strive.

Rotary Past President Denies 
District Status Refusal Political 


e@ Editor. Jewish POST and OPINION: 

In connection with your re- 
port of Apri) 4 to the effect 
that Rotary yielded to Arab 
pressure in denying district sta- 
tus to Israel, I mentioned the 
matter to Dr. Percy . Hodgson, 
past president (1949-1950) of 
Rotary International, who hap- 
pens to be a friend of mine. Dr. 
Hodgson told me that he knows 
about this situation as much as 
anyone else since he himself had 
been in Israel several times and 
knew Dr. Weizmann personally. 
Dr. Hodgson categorically denies 
that there was any such Arab 
pressure. He explains the denial 
of district status to Israel in the 
following manner: 

1. “Every year the Board of Di- 
rectors of Rotary International 
receives requests from Rotary 
Clubs in many parts of the 
world, including the United 
States, for district status. These 
requests are given serious con- 
sideration and whenever it is 
found feasible and practical, dis- 
trict status is given, However, 
every year many of these re- 
quests are not granted. 

2. Creating a district is an ex- 
pensive proposition, Israel, hav- 
ing only 16 clubs at the present, 
does not have a sufficient num- 
ber of clubs nor members to 
financially support district 
status, 

3. It is the policy of Rotary 
International when creating a 
district, to cross border lines 





into other countries. A good ex- 
ample is the United States and 
Canada, and many other ex- 
amples can be cited where a dis- 
trict is comprised of different 
nationalities. This helps to pro- 
mote the _ internationality of 
the organization. At the moment 
it appears that this would not 
be feasible in Israel’s case. 
Rotary International is aware 
of the situation existing in that 
part of the world and it is hope 
ful that someday the situation 
will be such that it will be feasi- 
ble to create a district contain- 
ing Israel ang part, or all, of 
some other country.” 

It is unfortunate that such 
rumors are created. They ean 
only harm whatever good rela- 
tionship there is between the 
Arabs and the Jews in Israel. I 
remember when I was in Jeru- 
salem three years ago that the 
language of deliberation at the 
Rotary Club was in English, 
rather than Hebrew, in order, I 
was told, not to antagonize the 
Arab members. The same sum- 
mer the Rotary Club in Haifa 
elected an Arab as its president.

In our house we like green 
vegetables such as snap beans, 


broccoli or chopped _ spinach 
dressed with a tablespoon or two 
of olive oil, a hint of garlic and 
some crushed herbs, Italian 
style, and very delectable. 

For salad dressings I like to 
experiment with various vinegar 
flavors, wine, tarragon, herbed, 
fruit and lemon juice and others 
with double the amount of olive 
oil and with seasoning to taste.
